Opening Ceremonies of Handsome 
Public School Structure in 
‘the East End.

The opening of the Alexander Tay- 
lor school last night was one of the 
most interesting events of the year in 
Edmonton. The schoo! building in it- 
self is not surpassed in Canada; it 
effectually marks the splendid pro- 
gress of Edmonton's public school 
system, while the hundreds of citizens 
who packed the school auditorium last 
night evidenced by their intent inter- 
est their appreciation of the sehool 
board’s excellent work, no less than 
their belief in the value of education 
as a factor in the national life of the 
country. 

The centre of interest throughout 
the evening was, however, Alexande: 
Taylor. chairman of the school board, 
in whose honor the school has been 
named as a fitting recognition of his 
long services in the advancement of 
education in Kdmonton. Over twenty 
years ago he became a school trustee, 
and for eight years he has been chair- 
man of the school board, in all that 
time devoting himself with the utmost 
single-mindedness to the responsibtli- 
ties devolving upon him. 

Notwithstanding the inclement wea- 
ther several hundreds of people were 
in attendance jor the occasion, The 
school was lit up in every storey and 
the entire buildipg thrown open 
inspection, In the great square hall- 
Way upstairs a long table lit with 
crimson shaded eandlee and decorat 
ed with crimson carnations, gave a 
hint of the bountiful hospitality 
the ladies of the reception committee. 
It was in this hallway that Mr. Taylor 
with several other members of 
sahool board stood welcoming the vis- 
itors and receiving their congratula- 
tions on this newest and handsomest 
oi Edmonton's public schools, whieh

the eastern limits of Strathcona. The 
teachers’ cloak room might almost be 
called a rest room, its appearance is 
so inviting and the large leather 
coveh that adorns it is so practically 
comfortable. 


A Pleasing Programme. 


The evening’s programme was an 
excellent one, opened by a few words 
of welcome trom Mr. Alexander Tay- 
lor, the chairman of the evening. He 
extended a welcome to the audience, 
modestly expressing his appreciation

Doubt As To Official’s Action, 

Pekin, March 6.—Japan is threat 
ening force to recover the Japanese 
steamer Tats Maru, still 
retained by China at Huang Pu on 
the West river. This vessel was seiz- 
ed at Maco February 7th by Chinese 
customs cruisers on the charge that

Japan resents hotly the fact that 
Chang Jen Chun’s soldiers boarded 
the Tatsu Maru and hauled down the 
Japanese flag, when according to the 
Japanese the steamer wus waiting off 
Macao for a turn of the tide The 
toainer’s papers show that she was 
ol her way to Macao Subsequently 
Chang Jen Chun, elaiming authority 
under the former treaty between China 
and Portugal (Macao is a Portuguese 
dependency), had the veseel arrested 
in Macao waters. This is according 
to the Viceroy’s statement, but whe- 
ther the steamer was in Macao waters 
or not is doubtful 

It is probable that the Chinese au- 
therities would have released the 
Tatsu Maru because of the reasonable 
doubt of the Viceroy’s proceedings, 
coupled with the menace of Japan, 
providing that Japan would make no 
claim of indemnity It is contended

MAY LIBERATE HINDUS. 

Technical Error in Securing Educa- 
tional Tests May Result in Dis- 
charge. 


Vancouver, B.C,, Mareh 6,—There 
is a possibility that the filteen Hindus 
detained by the provincial authorities 
because they could not comply with 
the provisions of the Natal act, may 
secure their liberty through a techni- 
eal error in securing the educational 
test. At least, Police Magistrate Wil- 
liams, before whom the case was ar- 
gued this afternoon ig not fully satis- 
fied that the test was properly ap- 
plied, und he has reserved judgment 
until next Tuesday. The section of 
the act under which the test is sub- 
mitted is number four, which provides 
that the persons seeking entrance 
shall be able to read and write in 
English or “any other white man’s 
tongue." The wording of the test 
submitted by the interpreter under 
the direction of the immigration offi- 
was, “Can you read and write in 
English or any other white man’s lan- 
guage or tongue?’ Counsel for Hin- 
dius argued that these men might not 
be aware that a white man's language 
might mean European language. Rome 
of them looked upon English as the 
only white man’s language, The 
court was not at all satisfied as to thir 
point and had a doubt whether the 
provisions of the act had been proper- 
ly complied with, In the meantime 
the men are held in custody, the court 
refusing bail,

From figures compiled in the United 
States Dr. Torey showed that the av-

After that he makes little fur- 
ther advance, On the other hand the 
man who has taken advantage of 


higher education begins lower in eco- 
nomic value, but steadily increases it 
until he 35, while the men who 
have gone into the higher specialized 
training practically continues to ad- 
vance himself and his economic value 
each year until at about 50 he reaches 
the limit of his advancement. 

A school should make a man realize 
himsel{, feel his own responsibility of 
development; otherwise it failed in 
its highey work.
